FELLOW CrrizENs :—At your last annual meeting you author- 
ized the purchase of an additional lot of land for Division 1, 
and the purchase of a desirable lot, and the removal of a school- 
house then Jocated in what was formerly District No. 9 (or the 
building of a new one) to Division 5; also the purchase of ad- 
ditional land and the building of a new house in Division 4, all 
of which has been done, and we have very neat, commodious 
houses for all of our schools. Some repairs are needed in Di- 
vision 3, and several of the houses should be re-painted at no 
very distant day, especially those in Divisions 1, 3 and 6. 

Our schools on the whole, have been successful, although the 
winter terms were much broken up by sickness. Some of them 
at the very last of the term, were so interfered with, as to pre- 
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clude examination. Parents have shown quite an interest in 
most of our schools, by frequent visits, yet there are a few that 
the parents have paid but very little attention to. 

Over $35 were expended in Division 2, in grading the vard 
and fixing the well, over half of which was contributed by citi- 
zens in that Division. 

Our registers show that altogether too much time and money 
are wasted in tardiness and absence. ‘This is an exceptional 
year for absentees, on account of the prevailing distemper called 
‘*La Grippe,” especially during the winter term. 

Free text-books will be in use hereafter, the changes, selec- 
tion and purchase of which will be no easy task devolving upon 
the School Board. 

Thanking all those who have in any way so kindly aided us 
in trying to secure good teachers, thus elevating the standard 
of our schools, and hoping for the same kindly feeling and 
treatment in the future, we submit this report.
